7. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification.

c. Paragraph [0033] refers to "fig." in lines 1 and 4 with no figure given; 
"discs 12" should be -discs 11- (see Fig. 5); Fig. 4 shows the wings 12, not the 
discs 11 which contradicts the description in this paragraph. The drawing figures and 
specification should be properly correlated. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

9. The use of the trademarks SURLYN and TEFLON have been noted in this 
application. They should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by 
the generic terminology. The specification and claim 24 require correction. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

10. The substitute Abstract of the Disclosure is acceptable. 

1 1 . The title is acceptable. 

Claim Objections 

12. Claim 19, line 20: the presence of "(near, close)" should be removed from the 
claim. In line 21 , it appears "projection" should be -projections- - see lines 16 and 18. 

Correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 19-36 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

14. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the recited configuration of 
the entrainment device, namely the particular first and second components with 
projections and the locking member. 

Conclusion 

1 5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The cited prior art discloses entrainment devices for centrifuges.
